TOKIO, Jan. 23.—Japanese au- 
thorities. have decided to occupy 
all Chinese barracks, fortresses and 
other military establishments in 
the Shanghai district unless the 
Chinese authorities there meet 
Japanese demands. 

The foreign office and naval au- 
thorities are working together on 
developments at Shanghai. It is 
estimated that, with the arrival 
late today of additional warships, 
Japan has a landing force of 1700 
at Shanghai to protect Japanese 
subjects in case of emergency. 

Demands presented to Chinese 
authorities by the Japanese Consul- 
General at Shanghai include dis- 
banding of anti-Japanese organiza- 
tions which are held largely re- 
sponsible for the boycott against 
Japanese goods and the cessation 
of what Japan considers to be 
provocative steps sponsored by 
these societies, which, it is con- 
tended here, the Chinese Govern- 
ment has never seriously attempt- 
ed to prevent. 

Eleven Japanese Warships An- 
chored at Shanghai. 

SHANGHAI, Jan. 23.—Eleven 
Japanese warships are anchored 
here today as a result of the te.'se 
situation between Chinese and 
Japanese residents. 

The Japanese cruiser O1, with 
300 marines aboard, and the. Fif- 
teenth Japanese destroyer flotilla, 
consisting of the destroyers, Hagi, 
Susuki, Fuji and Kuzu, arrived 
from Japan at 5:30 p. m. and 
dropped anchor in the Whangpoo 
Kiver directly off the international 
settlement,,. The, marines remained 
aboard, but are expected to be 
landed as soon as quarters are pre- 
pared for them, augmenting. the 
Japanese marine force already on 
shore, 

The Japanese aircraft carrier 
Notoro is expected to arrive from 
Chingwangtao early tomorrow. 

Japanese residents demanded, 
after the first clashes, that Chinese 
authorities suppress anti-Japanese 
societies which they said were 
chiefly responsible for promoting 
the boycott against Japanese goods, 
which has had a serious reaction 
against Japanese trade. 

Authorities of the international] 
settlement asked Japanese Admiral 
Shiosawa yesterday for a statement 
of his intentions in a conference 
aboard his flagship in the river. 

The Chinese language newspaper, 
the Republican Daily News, which 
was warned yesterday by Japanese 
naval officers that it had until 
noon today to apologize for printing 
an article they said was offensive 
to them, declares today it is willing 
to print the Japanese version of 
the article in question, but rejects 
the demands for an apology. 

A delegation of naval officers 
visited the offices of the paper 
egain, after they received the re- 
ply, and presented the same _ de- 
mands, declaring if these again 
were refused, they would undertake 
to bring ahout cessation of publica- 
tion of the newspaper.

9 ACCUSED IN CRASH 
OF CHICAGO BOND FIRM 


Mail Fraud Alleged After In- 
vestors Lose $14,000,000 
by Failure.

CHICAGO, Jan. 23.—Four for- 
mer officers of the defunct H. O. 
Stone & Co.,.one of Chicago's old- 
est investment houses which failed 
last year with more than $14,000,- 
000 loss to investors, are free on 
bonds and five others are sought 
on Federal warrants charging they 
used the mail to defraud. 

Those named in the warrants are 
Henry F. Northcott, president; 
Claude C. Niles, vice president; 
Marshal W. George, secretary; W. 
Scott Carroll, comptroller; Harold 
D. Bennett, vice president; Charles 
P. Packer Jr., treasurer; Leslie A. 
Needham, attorney: Francis E. 
Richardson, vice presidént, and Da- 


vid <A. Coleman, president of the 
Stone Finance Co., a subsidiary 
concern. 


Norcott and Bennett surrendered 
soon after the warrants were is- 
sued and Coleman and George were 
arrested. They were released on 
$5000 bonds each. 

Evidence against H. O. Stone & 
Co. was presented to the Federal 
grand jury for several weeks, more 
than 100 small investors testifying 
they were induced to exchange val- 
uable securities for those issued by 
the concern, No indictments have 
been returned. Ptactically all of 
the firm’s officers have declared 
themselves to be almost penniless 
because of the crash. 

The assets of the investment 
house were sold recently at auc- 
tion to the Continental Illinios 
Bank & Trust Co. for $137,500. To- 
tal claims of investors are said to 
amount to about $14,500,000.

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WICKERSHAM SAYS JUDICIARY 
HINDERS REVISION OF LAWS 


Declares, However, That Institute 
Has Made St@€ady Progress 
Despite Obstructions.

CHICAGO, Jan. 23.—George W. 
Wickersham told the American 
Law Institute last night that oppo- 
sition from Judges and _= lawyers 
was making more difficult the in- 
Stitute’s task of revising the na- 
tion’s civil and criminal laws. Since 
its establishment in 1923, Wicker- 
sham said, the Law Institute has 
worked to reduce laws to clear, ac- 
curate and logieal form. Despite 
Obstructions, he said, stéady prog- 
ress is being made. : 

Thousands of dollars have been 
expended and the intellects of 
great statesmen, attorneys and re- 
search experts have been devoted 
to the work, Wickersham pointed 
out, but, he said, the great ma- 
jority of jurists and attorneys still 
opposes the revision: 

“State legislatures usually are 
dominated by lawyers, a large por- 
tion of whose practice consists in 
the defense of persons charged 
with crime,” said Wickersham, who 
was chairman of President Hoov- 
er’s Law Enforcement Commission.

EX-KAISER SAYS ALLIES NOW 
ARE PAYING FOR THEIR CRIMES 


Writes Missouri U. Professor Com- 
mending His Book, “Germany 
Not Guilty.”

Allies of the World War are now

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Unearthing Relics of Mexico's Dim Past # 


—_— 


HERE are the first photos of the 

finding of the rich tomb of six 
ancient Mixtecan chieftains at 
Monte Alban, near Oaxaca, Mexico, 
300 miles southwest of Mexico City. 
The tomb is one of the most im- 
portant discoveries ever made in 
the western hemisphere. The top 
photo shows a scene in the tomb 
where the six chieftains, believed to 
have been buried there after a bat- 
tle in the fifteenth century, were 
found in sitting postures. Although 
the bodies and most of the articles 
that were buried with the chieftains 
had been removed when this picture 
was taken, one earthenware vessel 
is still visible in the foreground. 
The lower photo shows a skull deco- 
rated with carved sea shells in eye 
sockets and a piece of flint in the 
nose cavity that was found in the 
tomb.

Canvassing the railroad yards, 
the detectives were told by J. R. 
McCathson, a gatherer of coal and 
wood along the tracks, that he had 
seen a woman in a fur coat on the 
Southern tracks at 3:45 p. m., 
Wednesday, less than an hour after 
Mrs. Hanks’ visitor had left. He said 
he had noticed her particularly be- 
cause she wore, a fur coat, an item 
of clothing not often seen in the 
yard.

CONVICTION OF DR. REDDISH 
ON NARCOTICS CHARGE UPHELD 


Appeals Court Rules He Must Serve 
3-Year Sentence in Peni- 
tentiary. 

The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals, in an opinion filed 
here today, affirmed the 3-year 
penitentiary sentence of Dr. Hor- 
ace A. Reddish, a physician, of 
4469 Delmar boulevard, convicted 
in June, 1930, of illegal sale of nar- 
cotics. 

Dr. Reddish, who had served a 
prison term for possession of nar- 
cotics, was convicted by a jury on 
the testimony of an addict inform- 
er, who said the physician sold 
him narcotics on four occasions in 
front of the Public Library. 

In the appeal, defense counsel al- 
leged entrapment in that the in- 
former had known Dr. Reddish in 
prison, and used the plea of friend- 
ship to obtain drugs. The opinion, 
written by Judge Van  Valken- 
burgh, states there is no merit in 
the contention of entrapment. 

In 1920 Dr. Reddish was acquit- 
ted of a charge of murdering his 
father, a wealthy resident of Jer- 
seyville, Ill., who was shot to death. 
In 1928 he pleaded guilty of posses- 
sion of narcotics, and was sen- 
tenced to a year and a day in 
prison by Judge Faris.

Resolution Adopted After 
Building & Loan League 
Head, in Address,’ Sup- 
ports the Plan. 


William E. Best, Pittsburg, Pa., 
president of the United States 
Building & Loan League, told real 
estate dealers yesterday at the fi- 
nal business session of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards 
that creation of a system of Fed- 
eral home loan banks would be of 
substantial benefit to those who 
own or wish to own small homes, 

The bill to create such a system 
now pending in Congress, Best said, 
would provide for home financing 
institutions the flexibility the Fed- 
eral Reserve System gives banks. 

“The first effect of setting up the 
plan,” Best said, “would be to in- 
crease the demand. for one-family 
homes. The demand made possi- 
ble by more financing will send 
values up and the present small 
home owner will have a more val- 
uable piece of property in dollars 
and cents.” 

For Appeal to Low Incomes, 

Best cited a survey last year by 
the American Institute of Archi- 
tects which indicated that only 
about 100,000 homes costing less 
than $5000 have been built. The 
annual income of 45 per cent of 
the population is between $1500 
and $3500 a year, he added, “and 
that is the class to which real es- 
tate men should sell. The surface 
of that business has not been 
touched. | 

“There is no reason why 75 per 
cent of the people in the United 
States should not own their homes. 
The. great factor in enabling the 
low-income class to own their 
homes is a proper financing plan. 

“Increased financing in the home 
field will not of itself mean a lot 
of new construction right away. 


|*Speculative builders know that now 


is the time to stay out of the field.” 
Immediate Action Sought.

BY ENGLISH PIANISTE 


Myra Hess Performance With 
Symphony Orchestra Suc- ; 
cessful Musical Effort. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 
| T tea St. Louis Symphony orches- 


pianiste, joined forces in pre- 
senting a sensitively conceived and 
gracefully executed performance of 
Beethoven's C Minor piano concer- 
to, yesterday afternoon at the 
Odeon. From the viewpoint of one 
interested primarily in the correct- 
ness of approach and a true sym- 
pathy with the music, this was one 
of the memorable performances of \ 
the year. 
Though written in the year 1803 
this concerto is essentially eigh- 
teenth century in_ spirit. Its | 
warmth, intimacy -and _ innaté 
playfulness, as well as its lyrical 
ornamentation set it apart from 
those other works—particularly 
the Eroica symphony—which were 
to come along shortly afterward. 
Miss Hess’ treatment of the con- 
cert was managed in the spirit of 
the period. Reduced in size and 
consistently lyrical, it was also con- 
ditioned throughout by a certain 
elegant formality as if in deference 
to the sensibilities of a highly cul- 
tivated and sophisticated audience 
of the period. 

It was, in short, a completely suc- 
cessful musical effort contrived 
through the building up of deftly 
managed phrases into long flowing 
lines, through fine dynamic distinc- 
tions and a discerning allocation of 
accents. 


After many recalls Miss Hess 
played two gigues as encores—one 
by Bach and one by a composer 
ramed Kammel. 

Director Golschmann had evi- 
dently profited by his enforced rest 
in the hospital. Both the concerto 
and the Schumann D Minor sym- 
phony which followed were warm 
with inner life, the former follow-. 
ing the lead of the soloist as a well- 
made gown follows the movements 
of a dancer. 

The Schumann symphony is 
hardly a composition that a con- 
ductor would choose as a sure 
means of*rousing an audience. 
Though less opaque than the oth- 
er Schumann symphonies, it is still 
rather dull as a specimen of or- 
chestral color and its musical ma- 
terial, through original, distinctive 
and superior in quality, does not 
seem to be suitable for symphonic 
development. Even so, it ean al- 
ways command a great deal of in- 
terest as a purely lyrical flight, 
when properly presented 

Mr. Golschmann gave it a uni- 
fied treatment, carefully relatinre 
the cyclic themes to each other 
and making the most of such di- 
rections as tended toward a youth- 
ful exuberance.

CATALONIA TURBULENT 
GENTER FOR CENTURES 


Present Disturbance. Laid to 
Economic Rather Than 
Poiitical Causes. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—Catalo- 
nia which is causing President Al- 
cala and the Spanish Republic 
much the same annoyance it gave 
King Alfonso, has had a turbulent 
history for centuries. 

It has been shuttled back and 
forth betwen France and Spain 
repeatedly, but its population of 
approximately 2,500,000 differs 
radically from both the French 
.and the Spanish and claims to be- 
long to a distinct nation. 

Under the Spanish Republic, Cat- 
alonia, whose great port and indus- 
trial center is Barcelona, is seek- 
ing autonomy, and a measure 
granting it is pending before the 
National Assembly. Col. Francisco 
Macia, the Catalonian patriot who 
has been prominent of recent years 


: in the fight for independence, holds 


a seat in the National Assembly 
at Madrid, and has expressed a 
willingness to suspend hostilities 
until the Republic can act on Cata- 
lonia’s demands. 

Barcelona is a turbulent indus- 
trial center, where there are many 
anarchistic elements among the 
workers, and the recent strikes and 
disorders so troublesome to the 
Madrid Government, are apparent- 
ly not directly connected with the 
organized movement to win autono- 
my. They are rather a part of the 
general upsét in world industrial 
centers because of economic con- 
ditions. 

Catalonia has an area of 12,427 
square miles—approximately the 
size of Manryland. It is mountain- 
ous and has extensive waterpower 
which has contributed to the de- 
velopment of Barcelona into 4 
manufacturing center with a pop- 
ulation of 775,000, only about 25,- 
000 less than that of Madrid. 

It was the first Spanish territory 
conquered by the Romans. The 
fifth century it was occupied by 
the Goths and later captured by the 
Moors, whom the Spaniards dis- 
placed in the eighth century. It 
was ruled later by French counts 
and in the fifteenth century it was 
a republic for a time. Since 1813 
it has been held by Spain. 


UNION LIFTS BAR ON PRIVATE 
AUTOS AT CHICAGO FUNERALS 


Action Taken After New Indict- 
- ments Against Chauffeurs 
Are Reported. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 23.—Officers of 
the Chauffeurs’ Union yesterday 
announced the lifting of the edict 
which had excluded private auto- 
mobiles from funeral processions 
for 12 days and caused considera- 
ble friction, sometimes: bordering 
on violence, at several funerals. 

The action was announced after 
new indictments were reported to 
have been voted against union of- 
ficers and members, charging con- 
spiracy to interfere with a funeral, 
Six men previously had been named 
in true bills. 

Officials declined to say whether 
prosecution would be pushed in 
the face of tho rescinding of the 
union order.

BALTIMORE, Jan. 23.—Gov. 
Gifford Pinchot of Pennsylvania 
last night condemned Federal re- 
lief for business and finance, whilc 
the Government has “forgotten that 
distress is centered in human be- 
ings.” 

Speaking before the conference 
on Government responsibility for 
unemployment, Pinchot said: 

*“T do not believe we have come 
‘to the point in this country where 
we are ready to admit that money 
is more important than men. 

“Nothing about this depression is 
so deplorable and so un-American 
as the inability of our so-called 
leaders to think of. distress in hu- 
man terms. Their only genuine 
worry has to do with financial col- 
lapse. Their sole aim has been to 
revive business. Money first and 
men afterward. Apparently human 
}beings can, as far as they are con-/| 
cerned, go hang—or go starve. 

Ignoring Human Misery. 

‘Frere is the philosophy that 
lies behind the stubborn opposition 
to Federal relief. Here is the in- 
dictment of the administration 
which refuses to sanction the ap- 
propriation of a single dollar to 
help the millions of men, women 
and children who are in actual 
physical distress. Our Government 
leaders have turned their backs on 
human misery. 

“To my mind a bread line is more 
shocking than a falling stock mar- 
ket. I would rather see a thousand 
millionaires lose some of their div- 
idends than see a single laborer 
lose his job. 

“T am not blind to the inter-re- 
lationship between business and 
employment. I am deeply conscious 
of the importance of business re- 
covery. But that is not our only 
task. There is a more instant need. 

‘While the banks and business 
are recuperating, men cannot hiber- 
nate through the long winter of 
depression. They must eat if they 
are to live. 

For La Follette Bill. 

“That is why I am so emphatic 

in demanding a vast public-works 
program, one which will 
men with jobs. That is why I am 
so strong for direct Federal relief 
as embodied in the La Follette-Cos- 
tigan bill, which will give the un 
employed food and clothing not 
eventually, but now. 
“TIT cannot go with those who 
place a higher value on the dollar 
than on the man, the woman and 
the child. I am for Federal relief 
for the unentployed because the 
people need it. That is enough for 
me.”

The police radio, in 18 months of 
operation, has reduced successful 
crime about 20 per cent, Chief 
of Police Gerk estimated yester- 
day. 

“I can’t understand now,” he 
continued, “how we ever got along 
without it. Time is the important 
factor in police work. A few sec- 
onds may mean the difference be- 
tween arrest and escape. With 
proper co-operation from the pub- 
lic, the radio gives us more than a 


few seconds leeway. 

“And the criminals are baffled 
by it. For some years they had 

an advantage, with the quick get- 
aie that the automobile afforded 
them. The combination of auto 
and radio, however, gives the ad- 
vantage back to us. I've had 
crooks ‘ell me, right here in this 

office that ‘the damned radio -uts 
the coppers on your back before 
you can get out of the joint.’” .. 

Chief Gerk’s praise of the broad- 
casting system is borne out by rec- 
ords of the radio division. On an 
average, eight minutes elapses be- 
tween the notification of a crime 
and the telephoned report of of- 
ficers sent to the scene. 

What the Log Book Shows. 

Thus the radio log on a typical 
day will contain entries ‘like this: 

8:00. 9th Sc. 1. 4th Sc. 8, inv. 
at 22 & Lucas. 8:05. False alarm 
of fire. 

Which means that at 8 o’clock, 
Scout Car 1 of the Ninth district 
and Scout Car 3 of the Fourth dis- 
trict, were sent to Twenty-second 
street and Lucas avenue to make 
an investigation. Both cars were 
sent because that corner is a boun- 
dary line for the two districts. Five 
minutes later they reported that 
there had been a false fire alarm 
turned in from a box at the inter- 
section. Other log entries on a 
typical day would read:

According to police rules all 
cars within a reasonable dis- 
tance, that is, about 12 blocks, 
answer radio calls. There are few 
districts, save in the outlying por- 
tions of town, where the Scout car 
on patrol cannot reach any point 
in its territory in less than two 
minutes, In some sections the run- 
ning time to any point in its dis- 
trict is less, than a minute. 

This is the case in the precinct 
bounded by Fourteenth street, 
Chouteau avenue, Twenty-second 
street and Locust street, which is 
patrolled by Scout car 3, Central 
District. A reporter rode in it the 
other day. The small sedan was 
running down Locust street, east 
of Twenty-first) when the _ radio 
sounded its attention note—two oc- 
taves above middle C. 

“Scout car 3, Central District,” 
came the announcer’s vyoice above 
the static. ‘“That’s us,” said the 
Sergeant, tensely. “Go to 2135

on the gas and in a few seconds, 
almost before the broadcaster had 
finished his third announcement, 
the car stopped in front of 2135 
Chestnut street.

Oxygen for Pneumonia 


HE want of air in pneumonia 
T was noted as far back as in the 
days of the Greeks. 

Hippocrates, the ancient physi- 
cian, noted the rapid and shallow 
breathing which characterizes the 
disease. 

Since 1917 oxygen has been em- 
ployed in the treatment of pneu- 
monia. 

In the intervening years knowl- 
edge on the effective use of oxygen 
has increased so that we now have 
definite information and accumu- 
lated experience on the best meth<- 
ods of its administration. 

The air. we originally breathe 
contains approximately 21 per cent 
of oxygen. 

With the lungs impaired we are 
unable to absorb enough oxygen to 
supply the requirements for the 
vital processes of the body. 

In pneumonia, however, the lung 
tissue is affected. Whole masses 
of the lung are thrown out of use 
by consolidation. 

There is, therefore, an actual de- 
crease in the breathing surface 
available. 

Of the various elements, such as 
food, water and air, which the 
body requires to sustain life, oxy- 
gen is the one, a deficiency of 
which the body can least tolerate. 

By increasing the oxygen content 
of the air which the sufferer 
breathes, we can in most cases 
compensate for the decrease of the 
breathing surface in the affected 
lungs. 

Experience has shown that pro- 
longed inhajation of air containing 
from 40 to 60 per cent of oxygen 
does not harm, but materially 
helps the pneumonia patient. 

Oxygen may be administered by 
various means. 

The most effective is through the 
oxygen chamber found now in a 
number of hospitals throughout the 
country. In the home oxygen may 
be given in a tent. 

Medical supply houses now regu- 
larly carry suck tents and com- 
mercial oxygen is available for use 
in pneumonia cases.
